of tbe Monitor, March 9, was

The 


naval authorities anil congress grudg- 
ingly and with half hearted ness to- 
ward the close of 1801 01 dcred the con- 
struction of plated vessels, but it is a 
fact thnt the ironclads Cincinnati, Ca- 
rondelct, St Louis, Pittsburg and Lou- 
isville, which helped to wiu the vic- 
tories at Fort Henry, Donelsoii and 
Island No. 10 in February and April, 
1S62, were built from the private funds 
of Captain J. B. Kads, the contractor, 
and were actually his personal prop- 
erty when they battled for the control 
of tbe Mississippi river and valley. 


In their first battles the Eads gun- 


boats fought against land batteries, 
and at Donelson the eutire fleet was 
driven from the field by the superior 
power of the guns ashore. The first 
seven gunboats afloat had been con- 
structed within two months. The armor 
was only two and a half inches thick. 
and at Donelson this was broken and 
shattered by the Confederate shells. In 
general appearance these gunboats ic- 
scmbled the famous Mjerntnac which 
the Confederates built from the hull of 
the old war frigate of that name. Like 
the Merrimac, the Eads ironclads had 
sloping sides and ends. They were flat 
bottomed and propelled by a central 
paddle wheel. They carried thirteen 
heavy guns, eight of them in broadside

could turn the enemj's shots and was, 
so constructed that she dodged around 
the foe Hfee'a tfygmy around a giant, 
but when forced to encounter heavy 
seas she went to the bottom.

The Eads guuboats were constructed 


for inland waters. The Monitor, which 
•was launched at Jfetv York in March, 
was the first seagoing ironclad of the 
war. 
She finally proved unseawortty. 


The Merrimac never put to open sea. 
So the main weapon for sea fighting on 
a grand scale -which the Federal gov- 
ernment had to depend upon in 18G2 
for opening up the James and Missis- 
sippi rivers was the old type of wocd- 
en frigate and sloop. Several of the 
wooden ships were propelled by steam, 
but there were/so many points of con- 
tact for the opposing navies that the 
United States, which retained control 
of nearly all of'them, hadn't enough 
steamers to compose a decent fleet. A 
sailing ship, the ill fated Cumberland, 
was tbe first vessel to meet the ram 
MeiTimac. 
The* frigate Congress, a 


mammoth warship of the old Hue and 
the consort of tbe Cumberland when- 
the Men-imac attacked tbe fleet, was 
aslo a sailer. 


It was almost solely witb the hope 


of slukiug the Merrimac and thus pre- 
serving the wooden ships for tbe heavy\ 
purposes of naval warfare that the 
Federal government adopted Erics- 
son's plans and let him build tbe Moni- 
tor. 


end of the Eads gunboat was made of 
solid oak twenty-four inches thick, cov- 
ered with the thin iron plating. The 
thin iron shield sometimes proved a 
dr.iwback. While a shell or a solid ball 
would often pierce, tbe stoutest timbers 
, that could be put Into a ship's sides, it 
would only hit the objects directly in 
the line of its flight, but a shot ob- 
structed by the plating would tear 
through the -wood backing of the plate 
and hurl great splinters around the 
decks, disabling numbers of the fight- 
ins crow. 


j It was natural in the situation in the 
1 esrly stages of the war that tbe Con- 
federates should pin their faith upon 
iron armor aud 'the north cling to the 
vrooden ships. The Isouth was on the 
defensive and risked everything upon 
the salvation of-its harbors and coasts. 
Even at Charleston in the Fort Sumter 
days the Confederates had iron batter- 
ies. The Merrimac and Louisiana were 
monster floating batteries, the Manas- 
sas a monster battering ram. The news 
lof the building of these Avar vessels 


l was received by northern sailors with 


I smiles of contempt.' They expected to 
I outsail them and thus to outmaneuvcr 
and outfight them. This prejudice was 
not overcome all through the -war, and 
there was experience to back it up. 


Within n few years before the war 


the United., SJates ^government had 
strengthened the nav^r by the addition 
of eighteen steam war sloops and fng- 
utcs which' had no'°sttperiors on the 
ocean. They were wooden, of course, 
but were moved by screw propellers so 
constructed that all the machinery was 
below the water 'line. All of them 
made splendid records during the war 
with the exception of the Merrimac, 
w hich was burned at Norfolk and rais- 
ed and converted by the Confederates 
into the ram. Farragnt had the Brook- 
lyn and then the Hartford in his bat- 
tles for the flagship, and the Richmond 
was also in his fleet of fighters. Be- 
sides these three, the Niagara, Colorado, 
Wabash, Pcnsacola, Pawnee, Mohican, 
Iroquois, Wyoming and Seminole were 
crack ships of the best fleets during the 
hottest sea lights. 


Swift sailing was a necessity for the 


northern navy at the outset, and her 
captains never lost sight of the fact, 
hence kept their faith in the wooden 
ship propelled by steam.' It was well 
they did, because tbe labor and delay

For that date tbe wooden ships bad 


given a good account of themselves. 
Tbcy bad fought laud batteries at Ko- 
anoke and Port Royal in the fall of 
1SG1 witb better execution than tbe 
Eads ironclads in the vest Not one 
of them was put out of the fight by 
the enemy'* shots, end after the Port 
Royal battle tbe Confederates' aban- 
doned all their exposed forts on the 
seacoast. Farragnt went to tbe gulf 
to attack New Orleans tritb a fleet 
which consisted wholly of wooden 
ships, bnt even these were not all 
steamers nor all built for warfare. 
Not only that but Confederates bad 
on tbe lower Mississippi two ironclad 
ships, tbe Louisiana, constructed very 
mach upon tbe plan of the Merrinoac 
lud the Eads gunboats—that is. witb 
square upper -works and sloping sides— 
and the ponderous ram Mannssas. 


Tbe Louisiana was begun in the fall 


of 1S51 and jost completed wben Far- 
ragot reached tbe gulf. Shc was jriat- 
ed around her gun chambers witb mil- 
road rails. Tbe Manassas when on the 
water looked lite tbe back of a wbalc 
but for her smokestack. Itcr rounded 
top and sides were heavily plated to 
•end tbe shot glancing off. She car- 
ded but one gun. being intended for 
rattming with either of her sharp ends. 


the war. The first task was to estab- 
lish a blockade along thousands of 
miles of seacoast and to have sbips 
which could chase blockade runners 
and fight them on Bight Tbe next 
problem was to maneuver and fight in 
front of fortifications. 
While guns 


and resisting power would be a good 
thing once a ship was within range of 
a fort yet the ability to get in or away 
quickly when necessary was just as 
much to be desired. Tbe Eads iron- 
clads barely saved themselves by back- 
ing rapidly -out from the fire at Donel- 
son. 


Although the Federal wooden sbips 


went down before the southern irorf- 
clads iu etery fair fight the northern 
chip commanders never dodged tbe or- 
deal. Following tbe example set by 
the Merrimac early in 1S62. the Con- 
federate ram Arkansas in 1863 and tbc 
Albemarlc in ISSt dashed into the 
wooden sbips of the enemy and sent 
them to the bottom. Bnt there were 
more woadea hulls left to keep up the 
fight, and scores of brave captains 
risked destruction rather than lower 
tbe fta? beltrc any craft afloat Even 
when the missiles of tbe wooden ships 
rolled froiR ihc iron armor of tbe rams 
the gallant captains attempted to ride 
dow« tbrar antagonists with their SM- 
peraor velocity.

THE DUTY ON WOOD PULP. 


,A Reasonable Demand for Its Abolition 


by American Newspaper Pub- 


lishers. 


(New 
York Evening Post.) 


The American Newspaper Publish- 


ers' Association, at Its annual mooting 
yesterday, passed the subjoined reso- 
lution : 


"Resolved. 
That 
the 
American 


Newspaper Publishers' Association ask 
Congress to abolish the duty on wood. 
pulp, mechanical ground wood, and 
lumber used 
iu tho manufacture of 


paper, and that 
the 
duty ou news 


print paper be reduced." 


This resolution expresses, we think 


tho unanimous wish of the press of the 
United States, and is. in itself, a rea- 
sonable proposition. The material for 
the manufacture of wood pulp (spruce 
logs) is becoming scarce, so that, und- 
er the normal relations of supply and 


j demand, the price of paper must rise. 
The very scarcity of the material fav- 
ors a combination of the paper manu- 
facturers. As soon as the latter can 
control the supply, they can advance 
the price, .and may be forced to do so 
even against their will. The publish- 
ers, as a general rule, cannot advance 
the price of their newspapers without 
Incurring great 
risks. A one-cent 


newspaper for example, cannot raise 
itn price to 2 cents without danger of 
losing the bulk of its circulation, yet 
a small advance in the price of white 
paper may make it impossible to sell 
at 1 cent per copy without loss. The 
entire press of the country is facing 
the problem of an advance in the price 
or its raw material, which will come 
soon unless the supply of wood pulp 
can be increased. 


No such increase of supply Is pos- 


sible except from 
foreign countries. 


Canada and Norway have large forests 
01 the kind of timber suitable 
for 


wood i,ulp, and are able to produce: 
pulp itself cheaper than it can be made 
here. Under the Dingley tariff, logs 
and blocks of wood 'for the .manufact- 
ure of pulp are admitted 
free, but 


wood pulp, if bleached, is subjected 'to 
a duty of one-quarter cent per pound, 
dry weight. The rate for unbleached 
pulp produced by the mechanical pro- 
cess in one-twelfth cent, and by chcm- 
cal process one-Mxth" cent per pound. 
The duty on print paper is three-ten* 
ths cent per pound. There is a sen- 
seless provision in the law that, if any 
country shall impose an export "duty 


pulp wood? an equivalent amount 


shall be levied as an additional duty 


>n wood pulp imported 
from such 


country. This provision, foolish in 
any case, is especially so in the case 
)£ a country which has an insufflcent 
upply of the article in question. The 
ixport duty puts an obstacle in the 
vay of the importing country which .is ' 
ceking an additional supply. The 
ountervailing duty doubles the ob- 
stacle, without any gain to anybody.
